Battle Creek, Mich., who has interest 
ed himself largely in the establishment 
of a parcels post system, filed with 
President Pro Tern Fry'e of the senate 
a petition for the expulsion of Senator 
Thomas C. Platt from the senate. The 
petition is based on the assertion thai 
Mr. Platt, as the executive officer ol 
the United States Express company, is 
a party to a conspiracy to maintain 
Identical rates among express com- 
panies for articles shipped over their 
lines. 


In his petition Mr. Post charges the 


six express companies of the United 
States with conspiring to violate the 
anti-trust act by monopolizing the ex 
press business of the? country and fix 
ing the rates. He then mentions the 
post check currency bills, which arc 
and have for several years beep before 
congress, and says that by the plans 
proposed in them much of the business 
of sending small sums of money 
through the mails, "which is now 
transacted by (he express companies, 
would be taken from them, to their 
injury, but to the benefit of the people 
of the United Stales and of the United 
States government, which itself pays 
many thousands of dollars every year 
to the express companies for services 
which if. is one of the objects of such 
bills to rondor unnecessary."

seph Springer, formerly coroner's phy- 
sician, to have caused the death of .fo- 
hann Hoch's wives. Dr. Springer is 
convinced the fatal drug was probably 
administered by means of engagement 
or wedding rings. "By turning the 
inner Rdgo of the ring." said Dr. 
Springer, "or making it rough or sharp 
in any manner, applying the curare on 
the rough edge, and then slipping the 
ring on the finger so as to cause the 
slightest abrasion of the skin, death 
would follow. It. would only be neces- 
sary for ihc slight.SEt quantity of the 
poison to reach iho blood.

Two Hundred 
Thousand 
Dollars the 


Loss—The Property is Fully 


Insured. 


Columbus, O., Feb. 9.—Flames rav- 


aged the immense wholesale establish- 
ment of the Columbus Merchandise 
company to the amount of $200,000. 
A seven-story "building, used as storage 
and stock rooms, was wrecked and 
the stock ruined by fire, smoke and 
water. 
The origin of the blaze is 


attributed to a spark or redhot rivet 
which is believed to have fallen from 
the roof of the builciiiig, where two 
large water tanks were being installed, 
into the inflammable goods, consisting 
of matches, willowware and the like, 
on the seventh floor, immediately be- 
low. The loss on stock is placed at 
$150,000, arttt |40,000 on the building, 
fully insured. 


The loss to the building and stock 


was heightened by the caving in of the 
floors by theweight of the stock above. 
An hour after the fire was discovered 
a portion of the seventh floor where 
the fire was burning burst through to 
the floor below. Unable to bear the 
strain the sixth floor gave way and the 
goods went crashing through, making 
a gap in the floor 25 feet square. With 
tLe weight of two floors crashing in 
tLe flfth floor did not bear the strain 
a moment, but with a crash gave way 
also and went tumbling to the floor be- 
neath. Gaining in momentum, the 
heavy 
stock and broken 
timbers 


crashed through every one of the floors 
below, making a gap of the same di- 
mensions in each.

The great mass of the yeonle 
of Russia have for some time past tie 
sired a cessation of hostilities, but 
the high officials, headed by the ^ra 
dukes, have thus far set their faces 
against any 
movement 
for 
peace. 


The last reverse to the Russian army 
under General Kuropatkin has aoo 
ently had the effect of opening the 
eyes of some of the men who have 
been 
demanding the continuance of 


the war to the real situation. Kuro- 
patkin is reported to have asked for 
a reinforcement of 40,000 men imme 
diately and the problem of how 
to 


comply with his request in the exist- 
ing condition of the trans-Siberian 
railroad is one which the 'authorities 
at St. Petersburg are finding to be 
most difficult of solution. 


John Sharp Williams declares that 


he is not falling behind the President 
in his fight, for the regulation of rail- 
road rates for any political purpose, 
nor because he has modified his own 
political views in 
any respect. 
He 


supports the President, in this matter 
because it is a true American policy, 
and he desires to give the 
Nation's 


chief 
executive 
such 
additional 


strength as may come from the assur- 
ance that the Democrats in Congress 
will support him in his endeavor 
to 


carry it into effect. Mr. Bryan, it is 
well known, takes the same ground.

Cbunuoiiert In the Japanese Army. 
Japan ha« an aristocracy answering 


In NOIJUC respect* to tliut of tbe old 
gluvelioldlnx Btutes before the civil 
war. They are the knights, the cava- 
liers, the privileged 
C)HHH. and look 


down upon the common people as the 
F. !•'. V.'s did upon the poor whites. 
At the outbreak of the war In the east 
it was generally assumed that the aris- 
tocracy, or samurai, would furnish the 
heroic element of the army just us the 
southern riding and hunting gentle- 
man believed that he could whip live 
northern mechanics or shopkeepers-- 
"inud-sills" he culled them. 
But It 


seems that the commoners of Japan 
have flghtlug blood in spite of their 
plebeian origin and training. 
It in 


pointed out that they are the fellows 
who drowned themselves off the coast 
of Gensan rather than surrender to 
the Russians. The defenders of Xan- 
shan hill were the sons of small mer- 
chants, shopkeepers mid mechanics, of 
shoemakers and farmers iu and around 
Tokyo. 


The southern aristocracy led off in 


the 
political 
fermentation 
which 


brought on the war and naturally mo- 
nopolized the offices of the army. Aft- 
er three years of hard lighting il turn- 
ed out that the commoners were the 
raaiustay of the Confederate cause on 
tbe battlefield. As one Georgia "crack- 
er" expressed it, "It was a rich man's 
wah aud a poor man's fout" Georgia, 
North Carolina, Tennessee, Alabama 
and Texas were comparatively new 
states, settled by small farmers, and 
free from the class distinctions which 
existed in old communities like Vir- 
ginia, South Carolina, Mississippi aud 
Louisiana. 
They furnished the best 


fighters the south had in tho field. 
From their ranks came the commoner 
leader General John B. Gordon, orig- 
inally a schoolteacher in the Alabama 
wilderness. War is a leveler of con- 
ditions, and there may yet emerge 
from tbe knapsack of a Japanese com- 
moner the baton of a field marshal. 


la the Sense of Humor Dying Out? 


Because we have no Thackeray, Dick- 


ens or Artemus Ward today, no mod- 
ern Mrs. Malaprop or Sam Weller, the 
inference is sometimes drawn that the 
sense of humor is declining. It is 
true that th^e public 'is not running 
wild after any one author's works he 
cause they raise a laugh. Many works 
have a distinctive if not a saving ele 
ment of humor to recommend them. 
But the fact is the public has no occa- 
sion to be hungering after humor be- 
yond what comes along in the ordinary 
course of things. There are brightness 
and jollity everywhere—on the stage, 
in the general press, in society and on 
'change. The somber, gloomy soul is 
the exception. The whole philosophy 
of modern life is cheerful, hopeful, in- 
spiring. 


In the age of Thackeray, Dickens 


and Ward and also in the boyhood 
of Mark Twain life- was serious be 
cause of the outlook, not because it 
was more earnest. To relieve serious- 
ness in others or perhaps to break 
away from inward gloom now and 
then a gifted mind created humor, 
made an imaginative world to brighten 
the sad world all about. If modern 
uumor appears strained and farfetched 
and fails of a wide audience it is not 
because the spirit of laughter is lack- 
ing in the world, but because people 
are more contented and more critical. 
Why should a happy person "laugh at 
every Joke?" When people are well 
pleased with real life it takes a very 
strong contrast iu the imaginative 
sphere to stir up humor. 
One can 


laugh loudest when saddest, and one 
can be happy, yet not easily moved to 
laughter. 


Our pet institution, the business 


drummer, has yet some tricks to learn, 
and that, too, to keep the pace of the 
slow Germans, 'according to the United 
States consul general at Barceloua, 
Spain, Julius G. Lay. Mr. Lay says 
that Spain is waking up and following 
in the footsteps of her late conquerors 
and is a grand field for our manufac- 
turers to find a market The Germans 
know Spanish and have their advertis- 
ing matter in correct language. They 
carry samples and take trial orders, 
giving two or three months' credit.
